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(57) Abstract: In the invention, wafers are initially weakly bonded. The weak bond is sufficient to impede penetration of an isostatic 
pressure translriitting media, e.g., a gas or liquid, into any region between the wafers. The weak bond also permits handling. Weak 

>^ bonds are strengthened, or new bonds formed, by heating and pressing together the weakly bonded wafers by application of isostatic 

1^ pressure. By the invention, weak interfacial bonds may be strengthened. 
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
